This investigation was predicated upon receipt of 
information from the Federal Reserve Board (FRB) regarding 
possible corruption of Georgia State Legislators. This referral 
is based upon an FRB audit of First American Bank of Georgia 
(FABG), and their acquisition of the National Bank of Georgia 
(NBG) in 1987. Their audit was part of the Feds investigation of 
the Bank of Credit and Commerce International (BCCI) and its 


subsidiaries.

Denver's investigation centered around a 
commodities brokerage firm established in Chicago, Illinois 
in 1984-1985, CAPCOM FUTURES, INC. CAPCOM FUTURES was the 
United States affiliate of CAPCOM LONDON, which was controlled 
in large measure b t was alleged that CAPCOM 
[pum as a condui or BCCI money laundering and, in fact, b6 
stablished CAPCOM FUTURES through his BCCI connections. b7C 


The investigation indicated that all COM FUTURES' 
shareholders, including ad some type of 
relationship or connection to

e 's V ation further revealed that 
neither had much to do with CAPCOM 
FUTURES ally operations. Most meetings of the Board were 
conducted via teleconference. travelled periodically b6 
to meetings Seemed to have little to do b7C 
with CAPCOM business. No wrongdoing by either was ever 
uncovered during this phase of the investigation. 


The ventures listed in the caption of the Denver 
case above were all real estate partnerships that involved 
loans from BCCI.

There were never any 
problems in repayment however, and debt drawn from the line of 
credit was always satisfied in a timely manner. 


The information set forth above was presented to 
the USAO, District of Colorado, who declined prosecution with 
regard to the allegations So neers 
dealings with BCCI.

inasmuch as CNB suffered no losses.
